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Voyager  capped  its  historic  4.43 
billion  mile,  12  year  tour  of  four 
planets  when  it  skimmed  3,048 
miles  over  Neptune's  north  pole  in 
August,  then  dove  past  Triton,  the 
planet's  largest  moon.  It  made  its 
closest  approach  about  23,900 
miles  above  the  moon's  surface  at 
2: 10  AM  on  8/25/89.  Voyager  was 
nearly  4.5  billion  miles  along  a  cur- 
ving path  that  took  it  from  Earth  in 
1977,  past  Jupiter  in  1979,  Saturn 
in  1981  and  Uranus  in  1986,  and 
now  past  Neptune  in  search  of  the 
edge  of  the  solar  system. 


A  fiery  explosion  in  a  giant  gun 
turret  rocked  the  refitted  battle- 
ship, USS  Iowa,  killing  47  sailors 
and  injuring  many  others.  The  ex- 
plosion occurred  on  April  19, 
1989,  in  one  of  the  ship's  three  16- 
inch  gun  turretts  as  the  ship  was 
taking  part  in  a  gunnery  exercise. 


The  Goddess  of  Democracy,  a 
replica  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty, 
stands  in  Tiananmen  Square 
where  pro-democracy  protestors 
once  marched.  Protesting  began 
on  April  15  with  a  call  for  talks  on 
increasing  social  freedoms.  Martial 
law  was  declared  on  May  20  and 
on  June  3,  troops  opened  fire  kil- 
ling up  to  3,600. 

The  Exxon  Valdez,  a  987  foot 
tanker,  struck  Bligh  Reef  ripping 
holes  in  its  hull,  gushing  millions  of 
gallons  of  thick  crude  oil  into  pris- 
tine Prince  William  Sound.  The  re- 
sult was  the  largest  oil  spill  in  US 
history.  Thousands  of  workers 
helped  scrub  the  oil-fouled  shorel- 
ines. Exxon  pulled  its  cleanup 
crews  for  the  winter,  and  said  it  will 
re-evaluate  the  shorelines  next  spr- 
ing and  decide  at  that  time  whether 
to  resume  the  cleanup  on  a  large 
scale

United  Airlines  pilot,  Captian  Al 
Haynes.  declared  "there  is  no 
hero'"  in  the  fiery  DC  10  crash  in 
which  survivors  outnumbered  fat- 
alities. Of  the  296  passengers,  185 
survived.  The  flight  crew  never 
doubted  the  stricken  jetliner  would 
make  it  to  Sioux  Gateway  Airport, 
where  the  plane  crash-landed 
short  of  a  runway,  flipped  and 
broke  apart 

Cincinnati  Reds  Manager  Pete 
Rose,  one  of  the  greatest  players  in 
the  history  of  baseball,  was  banned 
for  life  from  the  game  for  betting  on 
his  own  team.  Baseball's  most  pro- 
lific hitter  will  still  be  eligible  for  el- 
ection to  the  Hall  of  Fame  in  1992. 
"I've  been  in  baseball  three  dec- 
ades and  to  think  I'm  going  to  be 
out  of  baseball  for  a...  period  of 
time  hurts." 

Leaving  a  trail  of  death  and  des- 
truction across  the  Caribbean, 
Hurricane  Hugo  smashed  into  the 
coastal  city  of  Charleston,  South 
Carolina  on  September  22,  1989. 
Hugo's  135  mph  winds  snapped 
power  lines,  toppled  trees,  and 
flooded  the  low-lying  areas  of 
South  Carolina,  causing  more  than 
half  a  million  people  to  flee  and 
leaving  thousands  homeless.  Con- 
gress readily  approved  $1.1  billion 
in  emergency  aid  for  the  victims  of 
Hurricane  Hugo  -  Capitol  Hill's  lar- 
gest disaster  relief  package  ever. 
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Millie,  the  First  Family's  springer 
spaniel,  gave  birth  on  St.  Patrick's 
Day  to  four  puppies  at  the  White 
House  beauty  parlor.  Bush  said,  "I 
never  thought  we'd  go  through 
something  like  this  again  --  after  six 
kids  and  11  grandchildren.  But  it's 
a  whole  new  thing.  It's  exciting." 

At  42,  Kareem  Abdul-Jabbar.the 
oldest  player  in  NBA  history,  reti- 
red, taking  his  unstoppable  sky- 
hook with  him.  Kareem  said  after 
his  final  game  when  asked  about 
retirement,  "It  really  hasn't  set  in, 
as  far  as  deeper  meanings.  I'm  just 
thankful  I've  been  able  to  last  this 
long  and  walk  out  the  door. " 

With  the  strength  of  his  arm  and 
the  power  of  his  will,  a  paraplegic 
completed  a  weeklong  ascent  of  El 
Capitan  and  said  his  3,200-foot 
climb  proves  the  disabled  can  ac- 
complish great  feats.  Mark  Well- 
man,  accompanied  by  his  friend 
Mike  Corbett,  reached  the  summit 
seven  days  and  four  hours  after 
they  left  the  Yosemite  Valley  floor. 
"My  whole  thing  in  life  is  finding 
another  way  to  do  it,  whether  that 
be  skiing,  kayaking,  or  whatever, " 
said  Wellman. 

Political  problems  in  the  Middle 
East  continued  this  year.  Problems 
between  Arabs  and  Israelis  con- 
tinued and  the  factions  within  the 
Arab  population  made  Beirut  a 
constant  war  zone. 
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At  5:04  p.m.  on  October  17,  the 
earth  shook  in  northern  California. 
An  earthquake  that  measured  7.0 
on  the  Richter  Scale  destroyed 
f  Oakland  and  San  Fran- 
id  surrounding  areas.  More 
nan  60  were  killed,  hundreds 
were  injured  and  the  damage 
topped  $2  billion. 

William  Bennett  is  the  man 
appointed  by  President  Bush  to 
end  the  use  of.  illegal  drugs  in  this 
country.  Bennett  says  he  wants  to 
extend  the  concept  of  drug- 
freeschools  nationally  and  make 
punishment  a  fact  of  life  for  drug 
dealers.

A  pledge  was  made  to  address  the 
environmental  problems  that 
threaten  the  planet,  and  they  end- 
orsed a  signifiant  strategic  switch  in 
the  way  rich  countries  cope  with 
the  Third  World's  staggering  $1.3 
trillion  debt 

The  Supreme  Court  has  limited 
the  power  of  states  to  outlaw  the 
desecration  or  destruction  of  the 
American  flag.  Justice  William 
Brennan,  writing  for  the  court, 
said,  "We  do  not  consecrate  the 
flag  by  punishing  its  desecration, 
for  in  doing  so  we  dilute  the  free- 
dom that  this  cherished  emblem 
represents. " 
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The  $530  million  Stealth  Bomber 
made  its  debut  this  year  to  the  rave 
reviews  of  the  Pentagon.  How- 
ever, its  many  critics  say  the  plane, 
although  difficult  to  detect  by 
radar,  is  too  expensive.  Their  crit- 
icism was  fueled  by  the  Stealth 
Bomber's  less  than  stellar  perform- 
ance during  the  December  inva- 
sion of  Panama. 

More  than  50,000  people  gave 
President  Bush  a  hero's  welcome 
at  the  worker's  monument  where 
Solidarity  was  bom  in  a  wave  of 
labor  upheaval.  Bush  told  the 
cheering  crowd  that  their  struggle 
had  produced  "a  time  when 
dreams  can  live  again"  in  the  dem- 
ocratic transformation  of  Poland. 
Before  taking  leave  of  the  workers, 
Bush  and  Walesa  together  faced 
the  monument  and  raised  their 
arms  and  gave  the  "V"  for  victory, 
a  sign  used  by  Solidarity. 

More  than  61,00  boat  people  fled 
Vietnam  in  the  first  eight  months  of 
this  year,  a  figure  higher  than  any 
full  year  since  1981,  and  Hong 
Kong  is  bearing  the  brunt  of  the  in- 
flux. Most  of  the  newcomers  in  the 
British  colony  face  forced  re- 
patriation as  "economic  migrants" 
because  only  those  boat  people 
who  arrived  before  June  16, 1988, 
were  automatically  considered  to 
be  fleeing  political  persecution. 
Although  Communist  Vietnam  is 
encouraging  the  voluntary  return 
of  migrants  who  are  refused  ref- 
ugee status,  only  260  have  gone 
back  despite  formal  assurances 
that  they  need  not  fear  any  re- 
prisals. 
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ie  Rolling  Stones  launched  their 
989  tour  August  13  when  they 
pulled  into  a  tiny  New  Haven, 
Connecticut  nightclub  for  a  tuneup 
that  thrilled  700  fans  who  paid  $3  a 
piece  for  the  impromptu  gig.  Mem- 
bers of  the  band  are  (1/r)  Ron 
Wood,  Mick  Jagger,  Keith 
Richards  and  Bill  Wyman.  This 
tour  is  the  Stones'  first  in  eight 
years. 

This  is  unquestionably  one  of  the 
most  famous  photos  printed  last 
year.  This  single  unidentified  man 
standing  boldly  in  front  of  the 
Chinese  tanks  became  a  symbol 
for  all  of  the  nameless  masses  who 
stood  up  for  freedom  during  1989. 
Whether  in  East  Germany, 
Romania,  Poland,  or  Lithuania 
their  defiant  and  indomitable  spirit 
was  the  same

This  year's  men's  cross  country 
team  exemplified  dedication  and 
enthusiasm  in  not  only  capturing  its 
first  ACC  Championship  but  also 
ranking  third  in  the  nation.  The 
1989  team  succeeded  in  placing 
four  runners  on  the  All  ACC  Team: 
Bill  Babcock,  Jon  Hume,  Ben 
Schoonover,  and  John  Sence. 

The  team  began  its  season  with  a 
first  place  finish  at  the  Terrapin  In- 
vitational where  it  took  four  of  the 
top  five  places.  The  team  continued 
winning  with  a  tie  for  first  at  the 
Appalachian  State  Quad  and  a  first 
place  finish  in  the  UNC  Charlotte 
Cross  Country  Invitational. 

Through  it  all  there  emerged  a 
true  turning  point:  the  realization 
that  each  runner  could  be  one  of  the 
country's  best.  This  was  sparked 


after  qualifying  for  the  NCAA  Cross 
Country  Championship  in  1988 
after  which  the  team  "gained  a  great 
deal  of  confidence",  said  Coach 
Goodridge.  It  was  the  team's  win  at 
the  U.S.  Naval  Academy  Invitational 
that  saw  the  culmination  of  this  high 
aspiration.  Defeating  six  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  nation,  including  1988 
National  Champion  Clemson,  the 
team  set  an  unprecedented 
standard  for  themselves.  Babcock 
and  Hume  took  the  first  and  second 
place  finishes  respectively.  This  win 
moved  Wake  to  the  number  six  pos- 
ition in  the  nation. 

But  the  team's  real  glory  came 
with  the  capture  of  the  ACC  Cham- 
pionship title.  Babcock  finished 
second  and  Schoonover,  Hume, 
and  Sence  all  followed  finishing  in 


the  top  ten.  Wake  then  advanced  to 
the  number  five  spot  in  the  country. 

Wake  continued  on  its  path  to 
glory,  as  the  team  captured  the  Dis- 
trict III  title  at  Furman.  This  win  qual- 
ified the  team  to  compete  in  the 
NCAA  Championship  Meet.  Wake 
edged  out  Tennessee  and  moved 
into  the  number  three  position  in  the 
country.The  team  then  competed  in 
the  Nationals  and  held  their  third 
place  position  following  just  behind 
Iowa  State  and  Oregon. 

This  year's  team  ranks  highest  in 
team  history.  Wake  Forest  under 
Head  Coach  John  Goodridge  has 
established  a  name  for  itself  in  cross 
country  throughout  the  nation.

Banner  Year  for  Women  Runners 


This  year's  Women's  Cross 
Country  team,  coached  by  Francie 
Goodridge,  was  the  best  WFU  has 
seen  since  1987  when  qualifying  for 
the  NCAA  Championships.  The 
forty  to  sixty  mile  a  week  practices 
along  with  supplementary  training  in 
both  the  pool  and  the  weight  room 
set  the  Lady  Deacons  in  good  step, 
as  they  proceeded  to  have  a  banner 
year. 

The  Lady  Deacons  started  the 
season  off  by  winning  the  Tearrapin 
Invitational.  Taking  the  first  four 
places,  Letko.  Arnold,  Powell,  and 
Becker  dominated  the  field.  Powers 
turned  in  a  ninth  place  finish  as  the 
team's  fifth  runner.  On  October  6, 
the  team  ran  to  a  second  place  finish 
in  the  Navy  Invitational.  Letko  fin- 
ished third  with  a  time  of  17:04,  and 
Arnold  fourth  with  a  time  of  17:07  to 
lead  the  team.  This  overall  finish 
moved  the  team  to  a  national  rank- 
ing of  sixth. 


Wake  next  ran  at  the  Appalachian 
State  University  Quad  on  October  7, 
where  the  team  captured  a  third 
place  finish.  With  this  achievement, 
the  team  proved  it  did  indeed  have 
depth,  as  the  top  five  runners  were 
not  present  at  this  meet.  Freshman 
Kim  Many  placed  fourth  with  a  time 
of  18:45.  Sophomore  Heather 
Turnquist,  Freshman  Jennifer  Olive, 
and  Junior  Wimbush  also  ran  well. 
The  next  meet  Wake  Forest  went  to 
the  UNC  Charlotte  Invitational. 
With  21  points,  the  team  took  a  first 
place  finish,  despite  the  loss  of  Ann 
Letko  to  a  foot  injury. 

On  November  3,  the  Lady 
Deacons  demonstrated  their  ability, 
placing  third  in  the  ACC  meet  held 
in  Maryland.  Seana  Arnold  finished 
first  overall  in  a  field  of  the  top  sixty 
distance-middle  distance  runners  in 
the  ACC,  a  feat  never  before  per- 
formed by  a  WFU  runner.  Powell 
and  Becker  finished  sixth  and  eigth 


respectively,  thus  qualifying  themse- 
lves for  All  ACC  status.  Arnold  also 
received  this  honor. 

Finally,  the  team  finished  its  sea- 
son with  a  ninth  place  finish  in  the 
District  III  meet.  Arnold's  second 
place  finish  qualified  her  for  the 
NCAA  Championship,  while  Powell 
finishing  eleventh  just  missed  quali- 
fying. Although  the  team  did  not 
qualify,  Seana  Arnold  earned  All 
America  honors  at  the  NCAA 
Championships  placing  sixth  in  a 
field  of  190  of  the  best  runners  in  the 
country.  All  of  Wake's  impressive 
finishes  throughout  the  season  indi- 
cate that  the  team  did  indeed  have  a 
banner  year.

The  Deacon  Men's  Track  Team  had  a 
strong  showing  in  indoor  and  outdoor 
track  in  1990. 

At  the  ACC  Indoor  Championships, 
Steve  Brown  set  a  school  record  for  hur- 
dles while  Mike  Smith  set  a  school  record 
for  the  35  pound  throw.  Brown's  win  of 
the  ACC  individual  championship  in 
hurdles  qualified  him  for  a  bid  to  the 
NCAA  track  championships.  Brown  was 
on  of  the  best  18  in  the  country  in  hur- 
dles.

"This  was  by  far  the  most  impressive 
in  WFU  soccer  seasons.  Winning  the 
ACC  championship  was  a  culmination  of 
three  months  of  hard  training  and  play- 
ing," said  Coach  Walt  Chyzowych.  The 
Demon  Deacon  soccer  team  has  once 
again  surpassed  the  success  of  past 
seasons  in  compiling  a  record  of  16-4-1. 
They  were  ACC  champions  as  well  as 
achieving  a  ranking  of  number  one  in  the 
South  and  number  four  in  the  NCAA. 
The  Deacons  fought  hard  all  season. 
Every  game  was  important,  yet  playing 
well  at  the  end  of  the  season  made  all  the 
hard  work  worthwhile.  Wake  Forest 
showed  this  by  first  defeating  USC  and 
forcing  them  to  give  up  their  number  one 
ranking  in  the  South  to  the  Deacons. 
Wake  entered  the  ACC  tournament  with 
confidence.  After  two  tough  games 
against  Clemson  and  Maryland,  the 
Deacons  found  themselves  in  the  cham- 
pionship against  Duke.  Wake  came  from 
behind  to  tie  the  Blue  Devils  2-2,  sending 
the  game  into  double  overtime  and  fin- 
ally a  shoot-out.  The  Deacons  did  not 
falter  and  were  triumphant  in  defeating 
Duke  3-2,  and  they  thereby  claimed  first 
place  in  the  tournament. 

The  Deacons  were  to  face  Old  Dom- 
inion in  the  first  round  of  the  NCAA 
tournament.  Teamwork  and  strong  play 
aided  them  in  defeating  the  Monarchs  2- 
1.  Unfortunately,  the  next  game  was 
against  revengeful  South  Carolina.  USC 
played  well  and  handed  Wake  Forest 
their  last  loss  of  the  season. 

"This  year  we  proved  to  other  ACC 
teams  and  other  teams  in  the  nation  that 
our  team  under  Coach  Chyzowych  is  a 
power  to  be  aware  of.  We  are  a  tough, 
hard-nosed  team  that  won't  give  in  and 
is  not  afraid  to  play  our  best  against  any 
team,  regardless  of  their  reputation," 
said  sophomore  Craig  Conger. 

With  much  talent  remaining  for  next 
season,  the  players  along  with  Head 
Coach  Chyzowych  and  Assistant  Coach 
Jay  Vidovich  express  optimism  in  con- 
tinued success.

The  Wake  Forest  Demon  Deacon  Men's 
basketball  team  started  the  1989-90  season 
under  new  Head  Coach  Dave  Odom.  The 
team  had  a  strong  start  and  finished  the  season 
with  a  12-16  record. 

In  December,  in  the  new  Lawrence  Joel 
Memorial  Coliseum,  the  Deacons  played 
Alabama  who  was  ranked  20th  in  the  nation 
and  defeated  them  67-65.  This  showed  the 
caliber  at  which  the  Deacons  are  capable  of 
playing.  Coach  Odom  said,  "It  was  a  big  win 
for  us." 

However.  January  proved  to  be  a  growing 
experience  for  the  Deacons.  They  hit  a  spell  in 
which  they  could  not  win.  Coach  Odom  said, 
"The  biggest  disappointment  was  the  month 
long  drought  we  had  in  January  and  not  being 
able  to  come  out  winning."  The  team  kept 
playing  and  never  gave  up  when  things  were 
rough.

The  team  advanced  its  record 
to  7-9  and  2-3  in  the  conference.

Volume  88  of  Wake  Forest  University  How- 
ler was  published  by  the  Hunter  Division  of 
Jostens  Printing  and  Publishing  in  Winston- 
Salem,  North  Carolina,  using  the  offset  litho- 
graphy process.  The  trim  size  of  the  1990 
Howler  was  9x12  and  contained  336  pages. 
The  book  was  printed  using  100%  black  ink. 

The  1990  Howler  was  smythesewn  with 
160  point  binder  boards  and  headbands.  The 
cover  is  a  white  lithograph  lexotone  with  a  four 
color  photograph  of  the  walls  in  Tribble  Hall. 
All  lettering  on  the  cover  is  applied  via  a  gold 
foil  stamp. 

All  color  transparencies  were  laser  scanned 
using  150  line  screen  for  individual  reproduc- 
tion. Color  transparencies  and  prints  were  pro- 
cessed and  printed  at  Talton  Colortronics,  Inc. 
of  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina.  Endsheet 
photographs  were  supplied  by  the  University 
Editor's  Office.  With  a  few  exceptions,  all 
photographs  were  taken  by  the  Student  Pub- 
lications Board  Photography  Staff  using 
Kodachrome  and  Ektachrome  film. 

All  black  and  white  photographs  were  indi- 
vidually reproduced  using  a  150  line  screen. 
Student  portraits  were  photographed  and  pro- 
cessed by  University  Portraits  of  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina. 

The  1990  Howler  contains  64  pages  of  four 
color,  24  pages  with  100%  spot  color 
(PMS300-blue,  PMS199-red,  PMS  341- 
green),  and  24  pages  contain  process  color  in 
varying  percentages  (cyan  and  yellow).  Spot 
color  was  chosen  from  the  Pantone  Matching 
System. 

Typestyles  were  as  follows,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions: Body  copy  in  lOpt  souvenir  light, 
captions  in  8pt  souvenir  light,  photo  credits  in 
6pt  souvenir  light.  Headlines  vary  throughout 
the  book  at  the  descretion  of  the  section  edi- 
tors. 

The  Howler  was  allotted  $55,120  from  the 
Student  Budget  Advisory  Committee  for  the 
Publishing  of  the  1990  Howler  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  Howler  office.  All  expenses  incur- 
red which  exceeded  the  budgeted  amount 
were  paid  from  incoming  revenue  from  stu- 
dent portrait  commissions  and  advertisement 
sales.  All  advertisements,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, were  sold  and  managed  through  Year- 
book Press  Ltd.,  based  in  Marietta,  Georgia. 

The  Howler  has  a  press  run  of  2750  with  a 
contracted  delivery  date  of  August  25,  1990. 
There  is  no  charge  per  book  for  students.  The 
1990  Howler  was  prepared  by  a  volunteer 
staff  selected  through  an  application  process. 
Section  editor  positions  were  filled  by  an  app- 
lication process  and  through  interviews.  The 

1989  Student  Publications  Board  elected  the 

1990  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Howler  to  serve  in 
that  position.
